A MESSAGE FROM THE MINISTER OF THE INTERIOR 


May I appeal' especially to those dwelling in communities in 
or adjacent to the forest; in other words to the people who know 
and use the forest in their daily life and work. Because of long 
familiarity with an apparently boundless extent of woodland, 
suoh persons may be prope to forget'the enormous areas of our 
country where no forests occur and the necessity there is for cals 
and wise use, not only that the needs of our own country may be 
met, but that we may benefit from the impending world shortage 
in timber supplies For every resident who is neighbour to the 
forest, for the fisherman who whips a forest stream, for the hun¬ 
ter who roams our woodland, for the woods worker, and above all 
for the settler who must' use fire as a means to clear his home¬ 
stead. I have this message—“R< member, what may appear to be 
useless to-day may become valuable to morrow. The forest vies 
with the wheat field as the embh m of Canada’s prosperity. Be 
not among those who ‘cannot see the fotest for the trees’ ”, 

The great menace to the forest is fire—or rather the crimin¬ 
ally careless uee of fire which, to our shame be it said, is the 
cause of 90 per cent of our forest fires in Canada torday The 
bandit, or outlaw, having committed a crime, seeks to make a 
get-away from the vicinity of hit- nefarious deed and to escape to 
distant parts of the country Why? Not solely because he has 
transgressed the law, but because he has violated the peace and 
quiet of the public mind, and because he knows he will he deliv¬ 
ered to justice by an outraged public opinion. Hence the bandit 
travels secretly by night, hiding in field* and hedgerows by day, 
in order that he may escape his just deserts „ 

In what respect docs the fire outlaw—and in that category 1 
place not only the malicious inc< ndiary, who is rare indeed, but 
every careless or thoughtless perspn who allows fire to escape into 
the forest—in what respect. I say, does the fire outlaw differ from

Oppose Attempt To 

Scale Mount Everest 

Priests of Tibet Have Closed Road to 
All Expeditioni 

According to a recent dispatch from 
London, the Dalai Lama of Tibet has 
finally closed Mount Everest against 
further attempts to gain ita peak, the 
highest point on the world’s surface. 
This means that Tibetan ruling au¬ 
thorities have reverted to their older 
policy of exclusion. It had been tem¬ 
porarily abandoned when sanction was 
given for the previous British expedi¬ 
tions, permission being granted after 
friendly pressure had been brought to 
bear by the Indian Government, and 
that recourse would no. doubt' ’have 
been again made had it been desired. 
But Captain J. B. L. Noel, the British 
army officer, who acted as official 
photographer to the expeditions of 
1922 and 19^4 ,is frankly skeptical on 
the point. In pis report he states: 

The priests who govern that part of 
Tibet are now definitely ojfposed to 
expeditions up the mountain. They 
don’t like the loss of life that so often 
occurs, gnd they cannot understand 
why we,want to reach the top. Nel; 
ther the^sporting spirit nor the curlo- 
yf geologists, botantisls and zoo¬ 
logists is comprehensible to them, 
'hey think that ye have some ulterior 
motive which we will not disclose. A

Niagara’s Thunder Measured 

Noisiest-and Quietest Points Found by 
Scientific Calculation 

The thundering roar of Niagara 
Falls has been scientifically measured. 
The tests showed that the two nois¬ 
iest points about the cataracts were 
at the foot of the American Falls at] 
Prospect Point and d^jectly in front 
of the Cave of the Winds below Goat 
Island. The noise measurement at 
both these points was 70 units, gener¬ 
ally classified as a deafening noise.

Australia Is Intensely Interested In 
Great Britain’s Project 

The eyes of the nations bordering 
the Eastern Pacific are turned toward 
Singapore, where Great "Britain is es¬ 
tablishing a great naval base at a cost 
of $65,000,000. Australia’s interest In 
this tremendous engine of war is In¬ 
tense, and she is watching every de¬ 
velopment.

DURING 1925 SEASON. 


East Coleman Property

According to statistics gathered by 
the Forestry Branch of the Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior, the general 
forest fire situation in Canada in 
1925 was vary similar to that of 
1924 hut with, in many cases, much 
heavier losses With the exception 
of Ontario, the provinces east of 
the Lake of the Woods experienced 
the lowest annual fire losses so far 
recorded; in the Prairie Provinces 
—Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta—the losses were moderate, I 
while west of the Rockies in British 
Columbia, the dessruction by forest 
fires was the greatest known. 

In 1923 it will he recalled, the 
fire situation in Canada was exactly 
the reverse of 1924 and 1925, with 
heavy losses i.n the east and practi¬ 
cal immunity from fire in the west 
These extremes clearly indicate the 
dominant influence of varying wea 
tlier conditions in respect to our 
annual regional loss from forest 
fires Certainly the progresssve in¬ 
crease of the fire hazard and loss 
from east to west in 1925 closely re

“The Folks Next Door,” was the 
subject of an address delivered by 
Key George Dickson of Calgary, 
before a very good audience in St. 
Paul's church, Coleman, on Thurs¬ 
day evening last, and was greatly 
enjoyed by all Rev. Dickson is 
one of Calgary’a ablest speakers and 
the appeal he put forth for every* 
one to better understand his neigh- 
h r and show a more sympathetic 
feeling toward the “folks next 
door” could not help but leave a 
lasting impression on the minds of 
those who had the opportunity to 
hear him. 

In dealing with his subject thej 
speaker referred to the time when 
scientists made the statement that 
geographically, distances would 
never be overcome. But today, by 
use of modern inventions, such as 
telegraph, radio and many others, 
we regard the world as lying at our| 
feet. Every country has a neighbor 
just the same as each individual 
has folks living next door, and he 
pointed out that we have an obliga 
tion placed upon us to understand 
theBe neighbors. Oftentimes, he 
said, we are not on very good terms 
with our neighbors and naturally) 


we blame them, while in reality we 
are ourselves to blame foj not show 
ing a more sympathetic attitude to¬ 
wards them and trying to under¬ 
stand them. 

He mentioned the old Greek dra¬ 
matists who laid the blame of peo¬ 
ple’s downfall to outside forces, 
but Shakespeare took a different! 
stand ai.d placed the blame on the) 
people themselves. He cited sev< 
era! examples which clearly brought) 
out his point and the humorous) 
vein in. which he expressed them 
held the closest attention of his) 
hearers. Continuing, he said, the 
Ssme principal applied nationally 
meant better understanding between 
nations. One country should have 
more sympathy and respect for an- 
dther country. Sympathy was the 
key note to success. No country 
could produce everything that the 
people eat and used and they could 
not do without the "people next 
door.” 

--In art, jurisprudence, education 
and a thousand other ways^ Britian 
had- henefitted by being associated 
with other nations. Conditions to¬ 
day present a healthy sign as sus¬ 
picion, mistrust and bigotry are be¬ 
ing frowned upon by the leaders of 
the nations arid a better under¬ 
standing is being sought between 
the countries of the world.

Claims staked in the Red Lake 
gold mining field are keeping the 
recorder's office busy. Prospectors 
are of the belief that “the area from 
Red Lake to the Manitoba boundary 
is promising an<T already many 
square miles of territory west of 
Red Lake has been staked. 

During the eleven months ending 
February 28, the ordinary revenue 
of the Dominion was $337,898,449 or 
an increase of twenty-nine millions 
over the sum of $308,994,207 for the 
corresponding period of the previous 
year. Ordinary expenditure is about 
the same as a year ago. On Febru¬ 
ary 28 last it totalled $278,029,417. 

Archie Gee, the good-natured chef 
on the Canadian Pacific liner Em¬ 
press of Asia, superintended the 
trans-Pacific voyage of 50,000 Cana¬ 
dian fish eggs from Vancouver, te 
Kobe. The shipment necessitated 
extremely careful handling. The 
eggs were packed in ice and had to 
be kept at an even temperature dur¬ 
ing the entire-voyage. 

Lord Allenby, conqueror of Pales¬ 
tine, was greeted by huge crowds on 
his arrival in Montreal in March. 
The leaders of the local militia were 
on hand to do homage to the famous 
general who placed a wreath on the 
monument to Canada’s fallen soldiers 
in the Windsor Station. Viscount 
Allenby also spoke at the St. Denis 
Theatre. 

The Dominion Experimental Farms 
system announces the introduction 
of a new and valuable variety of 
field peas which may mean to the 
field peas what Marquis has meant 
to the growers of wheat in the 
west.

3,000,000 acres annu¬ 
ally of Canadian Forest 


Loss Gf standing timber by fire -con¬ 
tinues to be appalling. On the average, 
ovef 3,500 million board feet are destroyed 
Annually. The forests of Canada are being 
depleted at a rate they cannot possibly 
withstand; more than half of this depletion 
is due to fire, insects and decay. The 
future of the forest industry is just as de¬ 
pendent on the seedling trees and young 
growth as the pulp aud paper and lumber 
mills, aud industry generally, are depen¬ 
dent on mature timber-both must be sav¬ 
ed from the ravages of fire. 


In addition to the shelter afforded by 
the forest to the farmer and his stock, set¬ 
tlers in fore»ted / regions are vitally depen¬ 
dent on the woods for winter employment. 
Care with fire in land-clearing operations 
is all-essential—burned timber pays no 
wages. 

Canada has the finest inland fishing in 
the worlds but these splendid food and game 
fish require clean, cold water in the streams 
to ensure prolific reproduction. Forest 
fires are inimical to fish life. 


I Game animals attract foreign tourists 
and induce Canadians to seek pleasure, 
health and adventure in the great outdoors. 
These animals are distinctly a forest re¬ 
source—utterly dependent on it for protec¬ 
tion and food. Forest fires are most des¬ 
tructive of such wild life. 


Ninety per cent of the forest fires are 
caused by carelessness. Are you doing 
your part to prevent this-wanton waste and 
destruction?
